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N Thurſday the 4th inſtant at 10 in the Morning, the whole Fleet Anchoted about 
4 Mile without the Quince Channel, which leads to St. Malo ; about Noon, a Sig- 
nal was made for the nders of the Bomb Veſſels to come on Buard my 
Lord Betkley. It was ordered that 3 Engliſh and 6 Dutch Bomb - Veſſels ſhould batter 
the Quince Rock. and Fort called Dembour, and that the other Nine Engliſh Bomb Veſſels 
ſhould go in and batter the Town; accordingly about 4 in the Afternoon, Captain Bentow, 
who had the Command of them and of the Frigats that were to ſupport them, ſtood in, being 
himlelf an board the Northumberland, and battered the Quince, which he continued till 
it was Dark; one or two of our Bombs fell upon the Rock, and did the Enemy ſome 
damage. The 5th about 4 in the Morning, the Fleet weigh'd and went in nearer, and imme- 
diatly my Lord Berkley made the Signal for the ſmall oh gi and Bomb Ships that were to 
Attack the Town, to go in; Captain Benbow went by his Lordſhips Order on board the Charlcs 
Galley, and there hoyſted a broad Pendant; at 6 they were all under Sail, and about the 
ſame time the Charles Fireſhip Commanded by Captain Dwly, and a Dutch Fireſhip, were or- 
dered to go and lie cloſe to the Quince Rock, and there to blow up their Ships, which they per- 
formed very Gallantly, and ſoon after the Fort took Fire, ( whetheroccalioned by the blowing 
up of the Fireſhips, or the falling of a Bomb, we cannot tell) which laſted near two Hours ; 
and during that time we ſaw ſeveral Blowings up, which we ſuppoſe was by ſome Powder 
raking Fire; and we conjecture ſome of their Guns were likewiſe diſmounted thereby, for 
they did not fire upon us afterwards ſo much as they did before. About 7 in the Morning, 
our Bomb Ships and Frigars were laid to Paſs, and plaid on the Town, the Bomb Veſlels lying 
ſo near, that they were forced ro abate of their Powder, for otherwiſe the Bombs 
would have gone over the Town. About 10 they fer Fire to the Eaſtward part 
of it, which broke out in two places; and at two in the Afternoon, we faw another 
Fire about the middle of the Town, which continued till it was Dark, blazing 
over the tops of the Houſes, bur at laſt ir was put out by the blowing up of the Hou- 
ſes near it. The Ships that went in were 6 Engliſh and 4 Dutch men of War, 9 Bomb Veſ- 
ſels, 14 Well: Boats, 2 Brigantines, and one Spy Boat, who lay in the midſt of the Enemies 
Batteries, and received the Fire from 9 or 10 of them, and returned the lame with great 
. Bravery and Reſolution ; but moſt of the Enemies Shot went over us; and their Gallies and 
Guard Boats which were ſent out ro annoy us, took care never to come within point blauk 
Shot of us: My Lord Ber{/ey was himſelf in the hotteſt of the Fire, going in his Boat to en- 
courage our Men, and to give ſuch Orders as he thought neceſſary. The Frigats and Well- 
boats appointed to attend on the Bomb Veſſels during the Action, being placed by Captain Ben- 
bow. were very ſerviceable to them, both in ſecuring them from the Enemy, and ſupplying them 
with Ammunirion, We Fired 900 Bombs and Carcaſſes into the Town, a great part of which 
is certainly burnt or beat down, and we believe there is little part of it free from ſome ſhare 
in the Deſolation. Several of the Enemies Shot were taken up in our Ships and Veſſels, 
ſome of which were ſhot from Canon of Seven, the leatt from Demy-Canon ; one of their 
Bombs fell into the Care i Bomb Veſſel, and broke one of her Beams, and tore up part of 
the Deck; but only wounded one Man. 

About 7 in the Evening, a Signal was made for the Bomb Veſſels and Frigats to come off, 
as they did, after having Bomb 11 Hours, and done all that could be expected from them. 
In this Action we had about 60 Men killed and wourtded ; one of our Bomb Veilcls called the 
Dreaafu', being very much ſharter'd and dilabled by the Enemies Cannon, the Commander and 
his Men quitted the Veſſel, aticr letting her on Fire; Three of the WelEboars were Sunk, and 
3 Or 4 other Boats. | 

On Study the 6th, Captain Benlow was Detach'd with 8 Bomb Ships, and as many Fri- 
pars to Bombard Granville; and my Lord Berkliy with the reſt of the Fleet Sailed to Jerſey.
